WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (UP)— 
The House whetted its economy 
ax today and whittled an 80.3 
million dollar chip off of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's new 71.8 billion 
dollar budget. 


It passed by voice vote a 
$3,884,927,000 money bill providing 


1\two per cent less than Mr. Eisen- 


hower requested to run the Treas- 
ury, Post Office and U.S. Tax 
Court in the coming fiscal year. 


A move to restore 29 million dol- 
lars of the 58 million dropped from 
the Post Office appropriation was 
defeated 177 and 124 before the 
final vote. No effort was made to 
undo the $22,364,000 cut in the 
Treasury budget. 

Although the bill carried 80.3 
million dollars less than Mr. Ejis- 
enhower asked for, it still provid- 
ed $250,652,150 more than was pro- 
vided for the same functions in 
this fiscal year. 

It was approved exactly as it 
came from the Appropriations 
Committee with these provisions: 

$3,192,000,000 for the Post 
Office, a cut of 58 million dollars 
but $207,660,000 more than the cur- 
rent appropriation. 

$691,467,000 for the Treasury, 
$22,364,000 less than the budget

The Legislature is grinding out local 


bills with the spéed of an “atomic-powered ~ 


coffee mill. 

Few solons pay any attention to them. 
They slide blithely through on skids 
greased by the muchly used and often 
misused custom of legislative courtesy. 

The House passed a bill authorizing 
the City of Alma to furnish water to a 
garment factory outside the city limits. 
The House approved a proposal to give 
the solicitor general of Richmond County 
power to appoint two clerks in his office. 
Others deal with salary matters for pub- 
lic. officials in various counties and munic- 
ipalities. 

All of those are fine if they are what 
the people back home want. But they are 
not the business of the Georgia Legis- 
lature which passes them and the gov- 
ernor who signs them. 

Home rule is the logical answer. In 
the not-too-distant future the voters at 
the grass-roots level are going to get 
fed up. They are going to defeat legis- 
lators who are so jealous of their control 
over strictly local matters that they refuse 
their local governments the right to settle 
their own aftairs. : 

Meanwhile, the mad scramble of 
enacting local legislation continues. Come 
to the Legislature if you want permission 
to close that alley or open up a new one. 


House Decides Against 
Thought-Control Threat 


It is a pleasure to hail the commend- 
able display of common sense in the 
Legislature which led to the withdrawal, 
reluctant though it was, of the resolu- 
tion which would have set up a literal 
thought-control investigation committee 
with powers of subpoena. 

The committee would have been di- 
rected to investigate those organizations 
which “direct thought or foment strife.” 

It was aimed in anger and in scatter- 
gun fashion at the NAACP. But it was 
at once obvious that churches and minis- 
ters of all faiths diligently seek to direct 
thought. So do the community funds and 
the civic clubs in their many campaigns 
in behalf of charity or local improve- 
ments. 

Newspaper editorials and columnists, 
radio and television commentators all are 
engaged in the business of expressing 
thoughts or opinions on the issues of the 
day. Business and industrial companies 
maintain public relation staffs to make 
people think about company problems. 

No Japanese warlord government or 
Fascist government in Italy, Spain, Ger- 
many or elsewhere ever proposed a more 
rigid thought-control measure than was 
this. It was unlimited. It allowed the 
committee to probe what men were think- 
ing and to pass judgment thereon. 

It violated every provision of constitu- 
tional guarantees of freedom of thought 
and speech. We can all be happy the 
resolution has been shelved.

To New Road Program 


The State Highway Department has 
announced that two projects on the new 
Atlanta-Gainesville interstate route total- 
ing 24.5 miles will be advertised for bids 
next month. This is the biggest project 
yet announced under the new federal-aid 
program, with millions still uncommitted 
with half the fiscal year gone. 

Roger Lawson, chairman of the depart- 
ment, told the Atlanta Rotary Club Mon- 
day that public acceptance of the limited 
access type of highway is the biggest fac- 
tor in how soon the program gets rolling. 
This, together with rights-of-way acqui- 
sition, make up two of the biggest prob- 
lems in Georgia and all states. 

The public may as well become recon- 
ciled to the fact that if Georgia is to par- 
ticipate in the system of interstate high- 
ways—for which the federal government 
is putting up 90 per cent of the funds— 
they will be limited access. Fears by busi- 
ness firms in towns along their routes that 
this will hurt them has been proved by ex- 
perience to be largely unfounded. 

Meanwhile, the General Assembly 
seems about to make rights-of-way ac- 
quisition easier by approving a bill sim- 
plifying condemnation procedures. It 
was requested by Mr. Lawson. Without it, 
the new program is bound to bog down 
in a maze of delaying litigation and goug- 
ing by landowners. ;

Thoreau built a shack near Wal- 
den Pond in Massachusetts.

He wanted to think about 
life so that he would be able to get 
down to the bedrock essentials of 
living. There he arose when the 
rooster crowed. : 

Awakening for him was an ac- 
tivity full of religious significance. 
“That man who does not believe 
that each day contains an earlier, 
more sacred, and auroral hour 
than he has yet profaned, has 
despaired of life, and is pursuing 
a descending and darkening way 
of life."’ Then he adds that ‘“‘morn- 
ing is when I am awake and there 
is a dawn in me.” 

I like particularly this sentence: 
“We must learn to reawaken and 
keep ourselves awake, not by me- 
chanical aids, but by an infinite ex- 
pectation of the dawn.” 

Awakening, for Thoreau, was not 
merely the stirring of our physical 
lives from the slumber of sleep. It 
was also the arousing of our men- 
tal and spiritual lives to the fullest 
possibilities of the new day. 

I expect that most of us get up 
in the way described so often in 
Dagwood's life. We arise when the 
slarm goes off, not because we 
want to but because we must..

A Tea Party in Modern Atlanta 


Gets Low-Down on Old Furniture 


By YOLANDE GWIN 

People who are in the know 

about furniture styles like to 
say: 
“Well I wish Thomas Chip- 
pendale were alive today and 
had his afternoon gabfests, what 
fun it would be!”’ 

Seems that Mr. Chippendale 
was the first of a famous 
group of English cabinet mak- 
ers who worked in the second 
half of the 18th Century, a 
time that is called the golden 
age of furniture making. 

He had a cabinet shop on St. 
Martin's Lane in London. 

So the story goes, he was not 
only a good salesman and 
craftsman, but he served both 
tea and gossip to his customers 
when they gathered in his show- 
rooms for a _ look-see at his 
furniture. 

LOW-DOWN FROM EXPERTS 

Things like Mr. C’s little tea 
parties are not given in At- 
lanta, but women do get to- 
gether, sip tea, talk, and have 
experts give them the low- 
down of period furniture. 

The other day a young man 

named Zephanian F. Fuller 
from a local interior decorating 
shop went out to the meeting of 
the Home and Study Club at 
the home of Mrs. Robert H. 
Martin on Bohler road. Mrs. 
Martin’s home is a little dif- 
ferent from Chippendale’s cab- 
inet shop, but she served tea 
and Mr. Fuller told them some 
facts about 18th Century furni- 
ture. 
“Chippendale upholstered 
very little except the seats of 
his chairs. He used the lighter 
weight upholstery materials— 
among them silk, damask and 
brocade,”” said Mr. Fuller. 
‘‘The fashionable wood was ma- 
hogany, but there were fine 
pieces in cherry and. walnut. In 
general the best pieces are sim- 
ple in their structural lines.”’ 

Mr. Fuller then went on to 
say that 18th Century decor 
called for very formal and 
heavy draperies. 

CURVED LINES 

Then there was George Hep- 
plewhite whose furniture is 
used to a wide extent. He 
used curved lines more freely 
than his contemporaries. He 
concentrated his ornaments on 
chairbacks, which were often 
shield-shaped hollows broken in 
a great variety of ways with 
such motifs as Prince of Wales 
plumes, a sheaf of wheat, or 
the draped urn and lyre. 

‘*Thomas Sheraton’s furniture 
was slender and small,” Mr. 
Fuller pointed out. “He pre-

Mr. Fuller didn’t come right 
out and say it, but he indicated 
that women had bought up 
great quantities of chintz, prob- 
ably at a sale, and had them- 
selves some fancy dresses 
made.
